The pesky pink boll worm which 
has had his Georgia headquarters 
around the town of Enigma has had 
his home moved right out from 
under him. 

State Entomologist Manning Yeo- 
mans revealed Monday that the cut 
in cotton acreage in the state will 
be distributed so that no cotton will 
be planted at all in the area around 
Engima, where the pink boll worm 
has been wreaking havoc for a year 
or two. 

“We hope we will stamp out the 
worm by removing the cotton,”’ Mr. 
Yeomans said. “We doubt if it will 
bother cotton in Georgia very much 
this year.” 

The land is being leased io the 
federal government in the cotton 
cut program.

Anx- 
ious to settle the rail wage question, 
the union men had engaged in four 
conferences with Joseph B. Eastman, 


federal arbitrator, and reference to a 
board of mediation seemed likely. 

Leaders of striking New York taxi 
drivers agreed to accept the results 
of a new plebiscite as officials began 
preliminaries to a grand jury investi- 
gation of recent disorders in connec- 
tion with the strike. 

Police used tear gas bombs to break 
up a demonstration by pickets at the 
Cleveland worsted mills plant. Two 
men and a woman were arrested. 
Eaton Manufacturing Company em- 
ployes accepted a wage increase and 
called off a threatened strike. The 
strike: of 500 Addressograph-Multi- 
graph Company workers went on, how- 
ever, as they refused for “lack of con- 
fidence in the management” to accept 
a tentative agreement. 

While most elements of labor and 
employers rejoiced at the settlement 
of the automobile situation, Mathew 
Smith, general manager of the Me- 
ehanics Educational Society of Amer- 
ica, said the Federation of Labor was 
“outsmarted and the agreement held 
more germs of future industrial strike 
than the pre-dispute set-up.’

Council ordinances only are neces- 
sary to revise the committees, but 
charter amendments will be manda- 
tory before department heads, several 
of whom are now elected’ by the people, 
can be elected by council.

In a statement late in the day, 
Rainey said the publicity being given 
the statements demanded an investi- 
gation by a competent branch of the 
government.

“Tf the statements were seriously 
made and if they are plotting to over- 
throw the government, the department 
of justice will know what to do in the 
matter.”

Vineod Praised. Condeshned 
To Build Navy 


bitterly against the government ex- 
penditure involved, claiming that the 
United States has opened the way for 
another competitive race among the 
powers in building naval armaments. 


On the other hand, the criticism of 
the pacifists has been more than off- 
set by the praise of patriotic societies 
and public defense-minded individuals 
who hail the legislation as a major 
step forward in the direction of per- 
manent peace. 

President Rooseve# has manifested 
no concern over the misgiving of the 
pacifists and has announced that he 
will sign the Vinson bill. It went 
to the White House for his signature 
last night, having gained the final ap- 
proval of the two houses of congress 
earlier in the day. As chairman of 
the house naval affairs committee, 
Representative Vinson  snecessfully 
battled the parliamentary maneuvers 
on the floor for passage and then head- 
ed the house group of conferees which 
adjusted points of difference with the 
senate. 

Calling for the construction of more 
than 100 battleships and an increase 
of nearly 2,000 in our naval airplane 
strength at a cost of several hundred 
million dollars, the Vinson bill is des- 
tined not only to make America sn- 
preme on the high seas, but also to 
stimulate employment at a time when 
the full success of President Roose- 
velt’s recovery program calls for all 
the employment that it is possible for 
business and industry to assimulate. 

Shipyards To Be Benefited. 

Both government and private ship- 
yards will be benefited by the legisla- 
tion because the a¢t provides that al- 
ternate warships must be built in gov- 
ernment navy yards unless the presi- 
dent determines that emergency con- 
ditions require the adoption of another 
construction schedule, 

The importance of the part played 
by Mr. Vinson in drafting and enact- 
ing into. law this huge naval con- 
struction program is emphasized by 
the fact that the bill as originally re- 
ported by the house naval affairs 
committee remained unchanged in any 
essential aspect from the measure 
which was agreed upon by the senate 
and public conference committees, 
Neither the senate nor the house modi- 
fied the text originally proposed by 
Chairman Vinson except with respect 
to the suspension of construction by 
reason of an agreement further lim- 
iting naval armaments by exempting 
any vessels that might be actually un- 
der construction. The senate changed 
this provision to make it apply to 
vessels authorized by the bill and to 
limit the authority to suspend as to 
vessel; under construction only to 
those vessels that might be under con- 
struction on the date of the approval 
of the bill. Conferees of both houses 
agreed to these modifications. How- 
ever, discretion as to any suspension, 
whether vessels were under construc- 
tron or not, was left with the presi- 
dent. 

The house added to the bill: 

(1) Authority to procure aircraft 


in .numbers commensurate with a 
treaty navy. : 

(2) A requirement that the first 
and each succeed alternate vessel of 
each category, as well as such ma- 
terial or parts thereof as it was cus- 
tomary to manufacture in governmeat | 
plants prior to February 13, 1929, be 
manufactured in government estab- 
lishments. | 


r 
(3) That no appropriation should |” 


be used for any contract with steel 
or aircraft or shipbuilding firms or 
corporations unless such firms or cor- 
porations agree to limit their net prof- 
it to 10 per cent of the gross of the 
contract. 

It was Chairman Vinson’s conten- 
tion that the limiting of profits to 
10 per cent was most important?in 
these times of economic stress be- 
cause it was encumbent upon con- 
ress to pare all expenditures to the 

ne. He carried his point, and by do- 
ing so, probably saved Uncle Sam 
thousands of dollars in unconscionable 
profits which otherwise would have 
been paid to private shipbuilders. 

Senate Amended Bill. 

The senate amended the bill by pro- 
viding a division of shipbuilding work 
between the government and private 
plants; building a percentage of air- 
craft and engines in government 
plants; and fixing profit on contracts 
for building complete ships and air- 
craft. 

In explaining his bill after it came 
back from conference, Representative 
Vinson said: 

“As to the division of shipbuilding 
work between government and private 
plants, the senate proposed that divi- 
sion of shipbuilding work should be 
based upon tonnage, instead of units, 
and that government establishments 
should be assigned not less than half 
of the tonnage authorized by the bill 
and such additional amount as might 
be accommodated by existing facilities 
at the time any construction might be 
undertaken. @ 

“A division on the basis of tonnage 
is not practicable. Let me Hlustrate: 
The immediate construction contem- 
plated by the bill is 10,000-ton cruis- 
ers, destroyers of 1,500 or 1,850 tons, 
and submarines of around 1,000 tons, 
let us say. A government establish- 
ment may be equipped to build one 
or two cruisers, but it may not have 
the ways or other facilities for build- 
ing and equipping tonnage of destroy- 
ers or submarines. An almost impos- 
sible arrangement is presented by the 
tonnage principle. 

“Happily, the senate conferees re- 
ceded from their position and adopted 
the house principle of building alter- 
nate units in government establish- 
ments and. the conference committee 
agreed and have provided that if in- 
consistent with the public interest in 
any year to so divide ship construc- 
tion work, the president might order 
construction to be performed at such 
establishments, government or private, 
as he might direct.”

Because environment and not in- 
heritance is responsible for the de- 
linquencies of children, the atmosphere 
of the jail and the police should be 
removed from juvenile cases and a 
home-like surrounding should be pro- 
vided in detention homes, speakers at 
the two-day conference on juvenile de- 
linquency said Monday in sessions at 
the Biltmore hotel. 

The meetings to discuss the prob- 
lems of the delinquent child were call- 
ed by the children’s bureau of the 
United States department of labor and 
the bureau of prisons of the depart- 
ment of justice. The National Proba- 
tion Association, the American Public 
Welfare Association, and officials of 
seven southeastern state welfare de- 


‘partments co-operated. 


“Defectiveness, delinquency and de- 
pendence are the result of our environ- 
ment and a more false belief than that 
such delinquency is carried in the 
blood was never perpetrated by men 
upon themselves,’ Dr. H. E. Chamber- 
lain, of the University of Chicago and 
principal economic analyst of the 
United States children’s bureau, said 
in his address Monday night. 
More Adequate Homes Urged. 

A plea for more adequate detention 
homes was made during the afternoon 
session by Charles L. Chute, executive

sociation. 

“We find that in many cities chil- 
dren are confined in the jails with 
adults, thus coming under a bad in- 
fluence and likewise the atmosphere 
of the jail at this period of a child’s 
life very probably will have a lasting 
effect on he to his own and the com- 
munity’s detriment,” Mr. Chute as- 
serted. ‘ 

Judge Garland M. Watkins, of the 
juvenile court of Fulton county, pre- 
sided at the night session, and Justin 
Miller, dean of the law school at Duke 
University, spoke on the place of the 
juvenile court in a community pro- 


gram. 

Too little thought to the problem 
of juvenile delinquency has been giv- 
en in planning the programs of com- 
munities and cities and the situation 
is worse in many respects in the south 
than in any other section of the coun- 
try, the speakers said. 

“Though Fultoti-county has a ju- 
venile court and a detention home, 
the home itself is entirely inadequate,” 
Mr. Chute asserted. “Children, when 
they have done something wrong, 
need then, more than ever, a home- 
like atmosphere.

The conference 
studied the problems of the negro 
child as well as the white child. 

Methods of dealing with delinquents 
and the relation of delinquency to 
state and local welfare programs will 
be discussed this morning, while re- 
ports of committees will occupy this 
afternoon and tonight. 

Thomas B. Mimms, acting executive 
secretary of the Georgia department 
of public welfare, Monday afternoon 
outlined the inadequate situation in 
regard to probationary and juvenile 
courts and detention homes in Geor- 
gia.

TRAILING THE INCOME TAX. 

The enormousnesSs of the task 
with which the federal bureau of 
internal revenue is faced in the han- 
dling of the income tax system is 
revealed in figures recently released 
by the department. 


These figures are of particular 
interest at this time since March 15 
marks the period of greatest activ- 
ity not only among the taxpayers 
but among those who must receive 


that they are preserved for future 
reference if necessary, 


Since the present income tax was 
inaugurated in 1917 more than 
80,000,000 returns have been filed 
by individual taxpayers and~$12,- 
600,000,000 in taxes have been col- 
lected. In due time all of these re- 
turns must be checked, and if found 
correct, filed. If incorrect, they 
must be taken up with the taxpay- 
ers for adjustment. 


To perform this Herculean task 
the government has set up a huge 
bureau, with 10 major divisions and 
31 subdivisions. The bureau em- 
ploys more than 11,000 persons, 
whose combined salaries total more 
than $29,000,000 a year. The 
total expense of operation of the 
buréau amounted last year to $1.85 
of every $100 collected in taxes. 


The system by which the returns 
are sorted and filed is not a simple 
one. There are 64 collection of- 
fices in the country and the first 
step in the handling of the returns 
is to sort them by size—the big 
ones on incomes of more than 
$5,000 and the little ones from 
those having a smaller income than 
that figure. 

Each group is numbered serially 
with separate systems of numbers, 
the small forms remaining in the 
office in which they are filed, but 
the larger ones, after preliminary 
inspections, being shipped to Wash- 
ington. The preliminary inspections 
consist of check-ups by a battery 
of clerks, who check addition, sub- 
traction, division and multiplication, 
every correct figure being checked 
with red pencil, while in the case 
of errors the correct figures are 
written in in red, 

With the preliminary checks com- 
pleted, the small returns are filed 
for later check by inspectors against 
information secured from the tax- 
payer’s employer. Errors caught by 
the inspectors when they reach the 
returns—sometimes many months 
after they have been filed—are 
taken up with the person filing the 
return. 

In the meantime the larger re- 
turns are being tied together in 
blocks of 100, according to their 
serial numbers, being stowed in 
packing boxes so that the smaller 
numbers are on top. In Washington 
these returns first go to what is 
termed the ‘“‘proving section of the 
clearing division” and there all re- 
turns showing incomes of $25,000 
or more are taken out and trans- 
ferred to the statistical division for 
the assémbling of information for 
future administration and_ legisla- 
tion on the income tax. Then they 
are returned to their proper numeri- 
cal places in the complete file of 
reports.

Grave But Not 


Desperate. , 
Captain Sir Anthony Eden declared 
in the British house of commons the 
other day that, although the situation 
in Europe was grave, he would not 
say that it was desperate. He did 


not think that war.was imminent, | 


although he admitted that forces were 
working in that direction. The hope 
of the world is on the forces which 
are working in the other direction— 
toward peace. They are the follow- 
ing: In the first place, the people in 
no country want war. We know our 
own people. Nobody in the United 
States wants war. All we want is to 
get back to work and prosperity. The 
very fact that a unanimous people 
stand behind President Roosevelt in- 
dicates that our chief desire is to 
bring back normal economic condi- 
tions. : 

I am not blind to the fact that 
our people could be aroused to war, 
that the war sentiment can, be fos- 
tered and whipped up to a point of 
fury. Against that we have the bul- 
wark of liberal and democratic opin- 
ion and the churches. If the churches 
see this time that the cause of Christ 
is the cause of the masses and at 
the same time that their cause is 
peace, we may hope that we will not 
be stampeded into any militaristic ad- 
venture, 


Another force operating in the di- 
rection of peace is the general unre- 
liability of the armies of Europe. 
There is deep dissatisfaction every- 
where and men will have to be given 
a very good reason before they march 
again into the mouth of hell. There 
is a suspicion abroad in every land 
that nobidy was benefitted by the 
last great blood-letting, except cer- 
tain munition profiteers. Men are not 
eager to repeat the performance and 
risk their hides for the sake of more 
profits in the pockets of a few. 

Then there is the dreadfulness of 
an eventual conflict. Which man will 
be able to endure for any length of 
time conditions as they are going to 
prevail at the front in the present 
state of perfection of the instruments 
of destruction? If previous wars were 
ghastly, a war now would be beyond 
description in so far as gruesome- 
ness is concerned. A war may start, 
but it cannot last for any length of 
time. Human endurance has its lim- 
its after all. 

Finally, there is the unreadiness of 
certain powers. No matter what Herr 
Hitler and his associates may say or 
do, they know full well that they can- 
not lead the German .masses into war 
at the present moment. Hitler’s mil- 
lions of opponents may Le silent for 
the moment, cowed into subjection, 
but they are only hankering for the 
chance to hold a rifle or a machine 
gun in their hands, and it won’t be 
against the French or the Russians 
that they will use their arms. Hitler 
needs many months, perhaps years of 
preparation, before he can count on 
the undivided support of the German 
people in a war. This he is unques- 
tionably doing now. He is trying to 
change the mentality of the people, 
whip them up for war. But it is no 
easy task and he can never be sure 
whether he has succeeded or not. For 
when he puts the German people to 
the test, it may be too late. 

The forces for and against war are 
evenly balanced. Every man and 
woman can do his or her share to 
see that they don’t tip over to the un- 


citilized side.

WHETHER ’TIS WISER IN 
THE JOINTS TO SUFFER 


The controversy concerning the fate 
of pulpless or so-called “dead” teeth 
goes furiously on, and to an innocent 
bystander whose sympathies are now 
on this and now on that side it seems 
that there is hopeless stalemate. Physi- 
cians appear to be equally divided on 
the question of extracting the pulp- 
less tooth; dentists seem as widely 
separated. 

Personally I’d keep a pulpless tooth 
as long as it served a purpose, pro- 
vided I had no trouble which a good 
physician ascribed to focal infection. 
Here you see we must make up our 
own mind what to do. It is purely 
a question of opinion. 

If my dentist told me I had one or 
more pulpless or “dead” teeth and the 
teeth were giving me any trouble and 
not serving any important purpose, I 
should be inclined to have ‘em ex- 
tracted. But not on mere X-ray evi- 
dence alone. No, no, I'd never sac- 
rifice even a “dead” tooth on the 
showing of an X-ray film. I'd want 
at least the independent opinion of 
my dentist that the tooth is infected 
or damaged by disease beyond reason- 
able hope of repair. 

In the earlier days of the focal in- 
fection principle in practice (focal in- 
fection is no theory: it is a well 
established principle) a good many vic- 
tims gave up their teeth as offerings 
to the great god Guess. Some doctors 
were so busy that they could take only 
time to give one quick look in the 
patient's mouth and order him to go 
to the dentist and have all his teeth 
pulled. 

Forty or fifty years ago that was 
an Old Yankee Custom—it was cheap- 
er and less trouble than having the 
teeth filled or repaired by the dentist— 
if there was a dentist capable of doing: 
so. Probably it was not difficult to 
persuade people who were adults in 
the gay nineties to submit to such 
mutilation in the childish hope that 
it would cure their rheumatiz, sciatica 
or other complaints. They still felt 
that the spending of good money try- 
ing to save a few teeth was a bit ex-

If the joint pain is not re- 
lieved within a hour the extraction 
of a tooth or the extirpation of the 
tonsil is not advised; or if such treat- 
ment is obviously needed the tient 
is informed that no marked benefit 
in the arthritis can be expected. 

Regardiess of this test or uncer- 
tainty about the bearing of a focus of 
infection in a tonsil, I'd have the 
tensil infection cleaned up by dia- 
thermy. and so give myself: the benefit 
of the doubt without taking any grave 
risk as one would in undergoing ordi-

ECONOMICAL REWARDS NEW YORK, March 26.—1 have 
: just decided that it would be a 


very good thing, after all, to institute a system of title and honors 
in this country, because that would be a cheap and effective way 
to reward the citizens who turn little tricks for the party which 
happens to be in power at a given time, and, anyway, much as 


Americans profess to despise such things, Americans love them, and 


ought to turn square and admit as much. Rich citizens of the type 
of Joseph E. Widener feel inexpressibly honored when an Eng- 
lish duke graciousiy condescends to flick a few ashes on their rugs, 
and there is hardly a family of the really worth-while Long Island 
set which hasn’t one or more olive-pits gilded and preserved under 
glass and authenticated by affidavits as souvenirs of luncheons and 
dinners which the Prince of Wales attended in his gallivanting days 
over here. The prince muSt have loved olives. 

But the American aristocracy is no more susceptible to title 
and rank than the common man, as you would observe if you were 
to spend a season at Atlantic City when the various bodies of lodge 
brothers and sisters are treading on one another’s heels in a long 
succession of gala parades. There the American common man and 
the little woman betray themselves as the same sort of people who 
love to gather along the curbs in London when the king goes down 
to Westminster to open the parliament or the lord mayor rolls 
through the streets in a gilded hack on his way to assume the nomi- 
nal responsibilities of meaningless office. 


IRRESISTIBLE There, in Atlantic City, you may see grand ex- 
alted monarchs of the American kind strut- 
ting along the boardwalk, stoop-shouldered under the weight of 
their ceremonial epaulets and putting on more side than an Ethio- 
pian king on COronation day, and ladies of the court footing it over 
the hot planks done up in gaudy sashes and bottle-glass crowns and 
Sam Browne belts. The titles alone reveal how well the common 
man loves that sort of royal ostentation which he professes to de- 
spise. There are nabobs and potentates and past grand exalted 
keepers of the mysterious scrolls and imperial rulers and many kinds 
of knights and ladies, to say nothing of kleagles, klads and klucks 
of the Ku Klux Klan, the only order up to now which has had the 
candor to adopt the dunce-cap as part of its official regalia. 

But all these distinctions are strictly imitations and, worse than 
that, imitations of the European and oriental titles which the Ameri- 
can character starts out sneering at and winds up aping. There is 
no call for the wearing of a lion tamer’s uniform outside a circus 
Or a varsity band in this country, for the uniforms of the armed 
services are almost as plain as overalls and American diplomats have 
to do. their formal strutting in the conventional shad-back or sugar- 
scoop. In exceptional cases the American minister may wear a 
red stripe across his shirt front as a background for any medals 
which he may have picked up in his travels. 

Yet American local merchants, lawyers, dentists and, not to 
deny anything, even journalists, may be seen on certain grand occa- 
sions in the course of any year hoofing their way over molten pave- 
ments on riding livery steeds in accoutrements which would make 
his blinkin’ majesty, the king, God bless ’im, look like a mildewed 
bum waiting for the freight in a hobo jungle at Carver’s Crossing. 
ALL SUSCEPTIBLE ! met some foreign journalists in Rome 

once and they were in a mild dither over 
the forthcoming list of royal honors, because it seemed that Benito 
Mussolini had selected a few foreign reporters, including one or 
two Americans, for decoration that season. Most American jour- 
nalists abhor and shun these distinctions as an embarrassment, be- 
cause American publishers have been known to fire certain hands 
for accepting the same, on the ground that the very bestowal of the 
award is proof that the correspondent has been shading his copy. 
But publishers in other countries are not as paternal as that and 
some European journalists make collections. However, there was 
one American in Rome at the time who had plainly let it be known 
that he wanted no part of Mussolini’s recognition. This seemed 
quite handsome of him until it was explained that he was holding 
out for the little red one. The little red one is the French Legion 
of Honor. That is the one that gets them. It costs the French 
about adollar a copy, including the medal itself and the ceremony, 
but the little red one has been preéss-agented and romanticized so 
efficiently that it is still coveted by Americans, even in these days 
of default and disharmony, although it is almost as common as the 
button of the international order of bar-flys. With this little dollar- 
a-copy honor France has bought the favor and the stooping and 


leaning of many influential American citizens, including editors and * 


publishers, and there can be no argument on the point that in prac- 
tical results the little red one has paid many a million times its in- 


vestment value.

that might cause them to become 
physically violent. 

He told of one teacher who thrust 
a chair _ into a boy’s eye and of 
another who struck her pupils and, 
when their parents came to remon- 
strate, threw water in their faces. 

“But it is the insidious mental ef- 
fects of hallucinations and persecution 
complexes that work the most harm,” 
he said. 

“A case that just came to my at- 
tention was that of a teacher who 
thought the building custodian was 
sending poison gas into her room 
through the ventilators. 

“We talked with two young girls 
in her class and they corroborated her, 
so you can see what the power of sug- 
gestion will do. Of course, it was 
nothing more than a case of persecu- 
tion complex.” 

Dr. Altman said similar situations 
prevailed throughout the country, but 
it was more pronounced here because 
so many teachers came to New York 
from other cities, attracted by higher 
salaries and the prospect of a life- 
time job. 

To remedy the situation, he sug- 
gested changes in the teachers’ re- 
tirement law which would make it 
possible to keep them off the active 
pay roll as long as they show symp- 
toms of mental or emotional disorders.

BRITAIN CONSIDERS 


ARMS OBLIGATIONS 


Coercing Nations To Line 
Up to Treaty Viewed by 
Government. 


LONDON, March  26.—(/)—How 
far Great Britain is willing to go in 
coercing nations to live up to a dis- 
armament treaty was considered fo- 
night by cabinet leaders. 

This issue, raised by France in an 
arms note last week, opens a new and 
possibly a deciding chapter in months- 
long disarmament negotiations. 

The British government was said 
to view the subject with an open mind, 
but requires further communications 
from France before taking any defi- 
nite stand. 

The attitude of the United States 
and the extent to which nations would 
(isarm if Britain obligated herself to 
take military and economic measures 
against a violator of a treaty were 
viewed as deciding factors. 


The question of military and eco- 
nomic sanctions heretofore had only 
been raised as a possible retaliation 
against an aggressor in the event of a 
breach of -peace. 

Britain has frowned on such un- 
dertakings because of probable diffi- 
culties in determining an aggressor. 

She is obligated to a limited extent 
under the Locarno treaty to guaran- 
tee the Franco-German and the Bel- 
gian-Germun frontiers in this manner. 

The French note was interpreted in 
some quarters as meaning that France 
wants Great Britain to guarantee the 
frontiers of France's eastern allies 
also. 

If this interpretation is true, it was 
said here, the British reply to the 
French will be an unequivocal “no.” 

But if Franee» wants’ sanctions 
against a violator of a disarmament 
agreement, the British view is that 
this will open an entirely different 
question, and will be given considera- 
tion. 

Because of the vagueness of the 
French demand for certaiv guarantees, 
the British government leaders sought 
to learn just what sort of promises 
France had in mind to assure’ the 
execution of a disarmament pact.

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ELECTRIC POWER. 

Think of the electric helps which 
have become common in the house- 
hold—lights, irons, washing machines, 
toasters, vacuum cleaners, fans and 
heaters. Electric ice boxes are grow- 
ing in favor. Electric stoves are not 
common, but in time they probably 
will take the place of all other kinds 
of stoves for cooking. The electric 
furnace is not much used because the 
cost is too high;- but give us cheap 
power, and we shall heat. our homes 
with electricity.

Process of Turning Water into Elec- 
tricity. 

The power in coal and other fuel 
is used to turn wheels which bring 
about the capture of electric power. 
That is what it is—a “capture.” We 
do not “make” electric power; we 
capture power which is around us 


Falling water supplies another 
force which we employ to capture 
electricity. During the past 30 years. 
mighty steps have been taken toward 
the use of water power for this pur- 


pose; but it is likely that we are 
only at the outset of the adventure. 
The wise use of water power may 
bring an age of such cheap electricity 
that we shall do a thousand things 
with it which we do not do now. 

There was a time when people said, 
“We do not know what electricity 
is. We know that it works, but we 
do not know what it is.” 

To some extent, electricity is still 
a mystery; but not.so much so as 
it was. 

Electric power “flows” through 
wires, and it seems almost certain 
that the flow is due to the motion 
of bits of matter so small that thou- 
sands of them exist in a grain of sand. 
These bits of matter are known as 
“electrons,” and it is believed that 
they pump into one another‘as they 
pass through a wire. 

This may be made clear, ta,a small 
degree, by thinking of a row of domi- 
noes standing on end, one in front 
of another. Push one domino over, 
and you may make all of them fall 
dewn. 

An electric current must go round 
and round—it must have a eomplete 
“cireuit’—or it will stop going. 

Magnets, and “magnetic fields,” are 
used in the capture of electricity. The 
earth itself is a mighty magnet. As 
we learn more about obtaining and 
using the electric power around us, 
we may make our earth the home of 
greater happiness and joy, Already the 
doorways have been opened to many 
of its treasures; but much remains 
to be done.

Southern Bell Club Easter Hymn Chosen for Study — 
In Apnil by Atlanta Music Club 


“The Day of Resurrection,” a cele- 
brated Easter hymn of the eighth cen- 
tury—to be found in almost all mod- 
ern collections—is designated as the 
hymn of the month for special study 
in April by the Atlanta Music Club’s 
department of music in religious edu- 
cation, as announced by Miss Nana 
Tucker, chairman of the department. 


Of the many great hymns of the 
church for Easter Day, one of the 
most notable and one of the most an- 
cient that has been preserved from 
the Eastern church is the beautiful 
hymn of John of Damascus, “The Day 
of Resurrection,” written in 749, and 
translated into English by John Ma- 
son Neale in 1853. | 

This hymn is the more impressive 
when it is remembered that its ring- 
ing words of faith and triumphant 
gladness were written by a pious re- 
cluse in the remote monastery of Mar 
Saba in the wilderness of Judea. From 
within the grim walls of this isolated 
retreat, John of Damascus, one of the 
last of the fathers of the Greek 
church, sent forth his stirring writ- 
ings on theological subjects, and many 
religious poems. He is now remem- 
bered chiefly for his two great Easter 
hymns. “The Day of Resurrection” 
and “Come Ye Faithful, Raise the 
Strain,” the triumphant notes of which 
are reverberated with each recurring 
season, having been preserved in al- 
most all hymnaries from century to 
century. 

In the candle-lighting ceremonies of 
the Greek church this was the chief 
hymn sung at the watch assemblies, 
when on the stroke of midnight at the 


glad cry, “Christ is risen,” thousands 
of tapers were lighted, bells pealed 
and trumpets rent the air. And as a 
burst of light sped through the throng, 
the worshippers grasped hands in the 
consciousness of new joy suddenly 
come to them, exclaiming, “He is risen 
indeed !” 

The hymn-tune to which it is usual- 
ly sung in England and America is 
known as “Rotterdam,” composed in 
1875, by Berthold Tours, and named 
for his birthplace in Holland. Making 
his home in England, Tours was an 
organist and composer of note, also 
violinist in the London opera. In 
the last years of his life he further 
distinguished himself as editor and ad- 
viser for Novello, noted British mu- 
sic publisher. 

The stanzas of the hymn are as 
follows: 

The day of resurrection! 
Earth, tell it out abroad; 
The Passover of gladness, 
The Passover of God. 
From death to life eternal, 
From earth unto the sky, 
Our Christ hath brought us over 
With hyms of victory. 


Our hearts be pure from evil, 
That we may see aright 

The Lord in rays eternal 
Of resurrection-light: 

And, listening to His accents, 
May hear so calm and plain . 

His own ‘‘All hail.’’ and, hearing, 
May raise the victor strain. 


Now let the heavens be joyful, 
Let earth her song hegin. 

The round world keep high triumph, 
And all that is therein: 

Let all things seen and unseen 
Their notes together blend, 

For Christ the Lord is risen, 
Our joy that hath no end.

There Is a Star in Utah’s Crown With This Quilt

“Oh goodie, goodie, Nancy I am so 
glad you have a star block. I have 
wanted to make a star quilt for a 
long time. And this is a pretty one, 
for sure. Where did you get it or 
did you make ic up yourself?” 

“No this pretty star came from 
Layton, Utah. I may be wrong, but 
1 believe this is the first pattern any 
woman living in Utah has ever sent 
in to the members of the Nancy Page 
Quilt Club. It came from Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Layton of the town with the 
same name. As she has developed it, 
she uses alternate diamonds of plain 
and print. But other schemes may be 
worked out. 

I have seen the whole star made 
from one material, but this never 
looks as striking as the block which 
has the stars made of many colors. 
Of course you may have each star 
different in color, or you may make 
an entire quilt, with pink print and 
pink plain, let’s say. 

The quilt may be set together with 
strips or sashing or it may be made 
into an allover pattern. 

You can see that when this’ is done 
there will be triangles of white meet- 
ing triangles of white and squares of 


in the corner where one small sqware 


now appears there will be four small 
squares making one large one. 


The Nancy Page Quit Club mem- 
bers clipped the picture and directions 
from the paper, sent for the working 
size pattern leaflet and prepared to 
make another pretty quilt. 

In the working patterns there are 
no seams allowed. That means that 
when cutting the pieces an allowance 
of one quarter inch should be made 
on all sides. This does not make the 
block larger but gives material for 
putting into the seams when piecing 
the blocks. 

For a full sized bed make the quilt 
90 inches wide, for three quarter make 
it 78 or 80 and for single bed make 
it 72 inches wide.

Market Outlook 


| MAX BUCKINGHAM 


NEW YORK, March 26.—(UP)— 
The stock matket has given definite 
proof that it needs some powerful fac- 
tor to shake it from the lethargy which 
has developed in the last fortnight. 
Settlement of the automobile labor 
situation, at least temporarily, failed 


to work as the dynamiie ‘to blast 
away the barriers which have halted 


trading. In fact, Wall Street is so 
skeptical of everything at the moment 
that traders looked into the settlement 
to see whether the automobile situa- 


tion was good or bad. : : 

One broker reported information 
from three Detroit men on the auto- 
mobile situation as follows: 
DECISION DELAYED. 

The sentiment only delayed final 
decision. 

Everyone is pleased and the motor 
car industry expects a tremendous 
pick-up in business. 

The settlement was not as satisfac- 
tory as it appeared to be. 

Regardless of the interpretation of 
the agreement, the stock market failed 
to gain strength from it and finally 
bogged down like a tired animal to- 
day. The opening was spirited with 
prices jumping. That lasted only a 
short while, then trading turned dull 
and prices floundered down until the 
close was only irregularly higher. 

Therefore the idea of staying out 
of the market continues to be a good 
one. The incentive for a rise is not 
yet at hand while there still is uo 
reason ,for short positions as business 
reports continue good. 

CHIEF INFLUENCE. 

The Fletcher-Rayburn stock market 
regulation bill is the chief influence 
before the market. ‘The bill has Wall 
Street worried. Employes today cir- 
cularized petitions to appear at the 
mass meeting at Broad and Wall aft- 
er the close tomorrow, when there 
will be a protest demonstration. They 
claim’ 60 to 70 per cent of the Street's 
personnel will be out of a job if 
the bill goes through. Employes who 
live on Staten Island are having a 
mass meeting tonight. 

Meanwhile the other factors before 
the market included: 

Decline in steel production, as re- 
ported by the American Iron and 
Steel Institute, to 45.7 per cent of 
capacity against 46.8 per cent last 
week. Observers point out, however, 
that these estimates were before notifi- 
cation of the motor car wage agree- 
ment and that the figures might pick 
up before the close of the week. —

While Shakespeare did not play 
bridge, in his writings he somewhere 
laid down an. important principle, 
which all bridge players must master 
sooner or later or pay the penalty 
in lost games. Shakespeare said, 
“The game’s the thing,” and by that 
is to be understood to make safe your 
contract before chasing after over- 
tricks, 

However, not all bridge players 
have learned this lesson, as the ex- 
ample below, furnished by Mr. John 
W. Jacobson, of Toronto, Canada, 
preves. Perhaps West was just care- 
less, but here is the hand: 

East, dealer.

West was the declarer at a Cote 
tract. of four spades, and North, 
anxious to preserve his tenate posi- 
tions, opened a trump. West won 
with the ten and at once returned @ 
diamond, finessing the ten in the dum- 
my. South permitted this card to. 
hold the trick. West returned to his 
own hand with the heart Ace and led 
a second diamond. It is now obvi- 
ous that if the ace of diamonds is 
cashed, ten tricks can be made by a 
cross-ruff. However, West took a 
second diamond finesse, which lost to 
the king, and South returned a dia- 
mond, which was ruffed by North, 
who returned another trump. This 
was won in dummy, the high dia- 
mond was cashed, and a low heart re- 
turned. West still hoped to make the 
contract if South had three hearts toe 
the king or if North had to win the 
third heart lead. However, on the. 
second heart North made the very fine 
play of the knave, allowing South toe 
hold the third round with the ten and 
return a club to defeat the contract.

Congressman To Ask Ap- 
proval of $1,412,000 
for Savannah. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, March 26.—Rep- 
resentative Homer Parker, of States- 
boro, Ga., tomorrow will appear be- 
fore the house committee on rivers and 
harbors to urge the improvement of 
Savannah harbor at an estimated cost 
of $1,412,000 for new work, and 
$500,000 annually for maintenance. 

According to Mr. Parker, the pro- 
posed improvement will eliminate de- 
lays, reduce lighterage and transfer 
charges, and open the port of Savan- 
nah to larger vessels. The project has 
been recommended by the district en- 
gineer, the board of army engineers 
and the secretary of war. 

In a report to congress on March 
5 the chief of army engineers found 
that further improvement of Savan- 
nah harbor was advisable “under a 
modified project, by eliminating the 
regulating dam across South channel, 
the relocation of the inland water- 
way in the vicinity, and the further 
extension of training walls and revet- 
ments and jetties.” . 

If the report is accepted by congress

Americus Business Shows 
Generally Improved Tone 


‘ 


Every Business Canvass- 

ed Shows Gains Under 
New Deal; Agriculture 
on Definite Upgrade. 


By AINSWORTH GATEWOOD. 


AMERICUS, Ga., March 26.—() 
A general business survey in Ameri- 
cus revealed that business is decided- 
ly on the increase, the general feel- 
ing of the public is far better than 
a year ago and the population is be- 
hind President Roosevelt in every 
move he has made. 

Every business'house visited report- 
ed an increase in trade over this time 
last year of from 12 to 100 per cent, 
with hardware concerns ~ in 
the “come-back” fight, and ocal 
grocery stores probably bringing up 
the rear. 

The good feeling not only rules in 
the city but is evident over Sumter 
county. Farming is on a much higher 
plane than last year. Where farmers 
were blue and despondent, the feel- 
ing is now one of inspired hope. 

Beliefs of the cause of the upturn 
vary, but are principally the AAA, 
last year’s cotton plow-up campaign, 
NRA, CWA and the general attitude 
of the buying public. 

Cotton Benefits. 


Sumter county received $165,000 
for prowling up cotton last year and 
J. K. Luck, county agent, says this 
was one of the main factors in boost- 
ing farming which led to a general 
business increase. The county is to 
receive $70,000 in April for rented 
cotton lands which will further boost 
business. 

Collection of back county taxes for 
this year is 50 per cent above last 
year, said I. B. Small, county tax 
collector. City tax collections are 30 
per cent above 1933. 

An example of increased farm 
prices and federal farm aid can be 
seen in the case of one of Sumter’s 
most prominent farmers and office- 
holders. In March last year he was 
about to lose his 600-acre farm. It 
was heavily mortgaged and he owed 
three years’ back tax. With 12-cent 
cotton and $60 peanuts he has paid 
all back taxes, $7,000 on the princi- 
pal of his loan and can operate this 
year without making any further 
loans. 

100 Per Cent Above 1933. 


John West Sheffield, general man- 
ager of the Sheffield Hardware Com- 
pany, said their wholesale business 
is 100 per cent above last year’s, and 
retail trade was 30 per cent higher. 
They have also put on additional 
clerks and raised salaries. 


“Due to higher prices for farm 
products, general good feeling and 
confidence in our president, our busi- 
ness has increased 25 per cent,” 
Frank Lanier, president of the Amer- 
icus Grocery Company, said. Other 
wholesale grocers report § increased 
trade. 

J. A. Pinkston,’ of Pinkston Com- 
pany, and others report noticeable in- 
creases in clothing and dry goods busi- 
ness, Men’s furnishing stores have 
40 to 60 per cent more trade. Cloth- 
ing business is also reported more 
profitable as the public is not forced 
to bé as conservative in their buy- 
ing as in the past, one merchant said. 

Home-owned grocery concerns re- 
port the lowest increase of approx- 
imately 12 per cent. Chain and cash 
grocery stores claim an increase of 
do per cent. 

Repair Contracting. 


B. B. Kent, contractor, says re- 
pair contracting ow fepossessed houses 
through home loans’ has helped busi- 
ness. [umber trade is also up. 

“Deposits have increased approxi- 
mately 18 or 20 per cent since March 
of last year. Increased prices for 
cotten and peanuts have enabled 
farmers to pay their operating ex- 
penses and some progress has been 
made on overdue interest on farm 
mortgage loans, taxes and in replac- 
ing of equipment and mules on farms. 
The unemployment problem cannot 
be permanently solved until many of 
the unemployed are placed on small 
farms with such equipment that will 
enable the people to provide their 
own necessities in life and thereby be 
removed from relief rolls,” Lee Hud- 
son, vice president of the Bank of 
Commerce. stated. 

Church to Benefit. 

Members of the First Methodist 
church expect. at an early date, to 
make a $30,000 cash payment of a 
mortgage on the church that has béen 
in effect five years. All the money 
has been pledged with the exception 
of several hundred dollars. 

An increased civie interest is mani- 
fest in a recent membership drive of 
the local Chamber of Commerce. Al- 
though the drive has not ended, mem- 
bership now totals more than double 
that of last year. 

More time and money is also be- 
ing spent on recreation and pleasure.
